Organizational activities will be executed in such a way that the security of all its employees, visitors, 
contractors, during its daily operations are upheld at all times and we are committed to providing a 
secure working environment for all. 


This policy is fully endorsed by Emirates Post — Parcel & Express Business Unit Management and is 
communicated to all employees, business partners, units etc. Our commitment to achieving our 
security objectives and targets are outlined below: 


e Respecting and complying with local, National and International security laws, regulations, 
standards and best practices in security by all Parcel & Express employees. 

e Monitoring and upgrading our operations and facilities to comply with international standards, 
providing a secure work-place for all. 

e To strive for continual improvement through progress monitoring and taking corrective and 
preventive actions to meet our security objectives and targets. 

e All incidents related to security to be reported as per established policy, investigated and where 
applicable remedial action taken to proactively prevent recurrence. 

e Maintaining accurate and up to date records of all security incidents across the business unit 
physically and on the identified incident reporting platform and ensuring they are reported to 
concerns on a timely manner as per policy. 

e Monitoring our progress and taking corrective and preventive actions to meet our objective 
concerning a secure working environment for all. 

e Ensuring shipments stored or forwarded comply with international shipping regulations and/or 
the local laws and regulations of the related origins, destinations and transit countries. 

e Contractors and/or ad-hoc workers will only be allowed on site upon proper registration, vetting 
and ensuring they have been informed of Emirates Post Security policies related to the business 
unit. 

e To ensure security representative at facilities comply with and monitor all internal security 
policies and procedures published on Knowledge Hub. 

e Security Risk Assessments will be conducted internally to recognize the likelihood and impact of 
security related events on an annual basis and to mitigate the risks identified. 

e This Policy shall be regularly reviewed to ensure ongoing business applicability. 
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
